cence of the grove in all seasons, Her 
presentation was followed by an interest- 
ing talk by General Warren T. Hannun, 
Director of the Department of Natural 
Resources of California, who reviewed 
the history of the present Calaveras 
State Park (the North Grove) and of the 
effort to acquire the South Grove. Great 
encouragement for the workers lay in his 
revelation of nossible plans through 
which it is honed that negotiations for 
the actual acouisition may be begun at an 
early date. (Any definite develonments 
will be renorted in the Sierra Club Bul- 


jetin.) It is felt that” once negotiations 


‘are under way, the campaign to raise 
the additional funds which are needed can 
be preatly accelerated. Further encour- 
agement to the conservation workers came 
from Mrs. Alan Benner's announcement of 
the possibility of a gift, running in 
five figures, from an unnamed benefactor,

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CALL FOR CONSERVATION STAMPS 


The following, of interest to Sierrans, is 
quoted from'The Woodsman!" Tod Powell's 
Bee Che See Pranstsqo Chronicle: 


People interested in wild life are bee 
coming a bit miffed at designs of our 
pastage stamps during the past few 
years, with almost monthly changes de- 
picting covered wagons and whatnot, 
and almost everything except a plug 
for natural resources. 

Claude D. Kelley, president of the 
National Wildlife Federation, has 
called for unified action by the Na- 
tion's stamp collectors, sportsmen, 
and contervationists to correct this 
and ask that they issue a series of 
postage stamps commenorating the con- 
servation of the country's natural ree 
SOUrCeS o 

Mr, Kelley said: "There is a deplor- 
able lack of reeygnition given by the 
U. S. Pest Office Department to the 
wild life of the United States or to 
the natural resources upon which wild 
life depends. The soil and waters of 
our Nation, as well as its fnrests, mine 
erals,; and wild life, are its strength. 
Gur natural rescurces have helped make 
this country the strongest Nation on 
earth in the short space of 500 years, 
and yet very little recognition to 
such towering strength and ability is 
depicted in our postage stamps." 

His remarks were echoed by Carl D. 
Shoemaker, conservation director of 
the National Wild Life Federation, who 
stated that the official criteria for 
postage stamp designs were supposed 
to be distinguished. Americans or notable 
historical events. “How then," he ro~ 
marked, "did the barnyard rooser be~ 
come eligible for a stamp issue, or for 

hat matter, a bankers' association or 
the railroad engineer?" 

At the federation's board of direc- 
tors' meeting in Chicago last month, 
Director Harry Gaines, secretary of 
the Michigan United Conservation Clubs, 
demanded that the federation do some-= 
thing to have conservation stamps 
issued by the Post Office. 

fhe National Wildlife Pederation's 40 
affiliated State Federaticns, comprised 
of 5000 associated clubs, are being 
urged by Mr. Kelley to spur their mem~ 
bership of over 2,000,000 conserva. 
tionists and sportsmen in letting the 
Post Office Department and their Con- 

gressman hear their unified voices,

He worked as a forest guard to 
finance his forestry studies, and ree 
ceived permanent appointment as forest 
guard in 1912 in Washington State. 

During overseas service in Wald War I, 
Mr. Thompson survived some close escapes 
and scored outstanding achievements 
during critical fire seasons in the 
Pacific Northwest.
